It would be safe to say that 
the average yearly milk production 
per cow could be increased by one-half j 
or three-fourths by following better 
methods of feeding. 
Every owner of a cow welcomes the 
time when the animal can be turned 
out to pasture. 
Not only is the labor 
and expense connected with winter 
feeding done away with, but each cow 
is expected to give the best results of 
the year on grass. 
In changing from 
dry feed to grass, it 
is best 
to 
go 
somewhat 
slowly, 
especially 
Witt 
heavy milking cows. 
The young, in.* 
mature grass of early spring contact 
a large amount of water and a sma.l 
amount of dry matter, and it is almost 
impossible for a heavy milking cow* M 
eat enough of such feed to supply thi 
necessary amount of nutrients Wheat 
and rye pastures are of the same na­ 
ture. 
Another reason for putting cat­ 
tle on pasture gradually rather than 
suddenly is the effect on the taste oI 
the milk. 
When a cow is changed at 
once. from a grain ration to grass a 
very marked taste is developed in thci 
milk. while if this change in feed i« 
made gtadually and not suddenly the 
change in the taste of 
the milk is 
scarcely noticed. 
Soon after the cows are on pasture 
they reach the maxmum production of 
milk for the year. This suggests what 
the dairyman must do in order that 
the production of milk may be the 
largest, is to imitate these summer 
conditions as far as possible through­ 
out the remainder of the year.

is what the careful 
dairyman 
and 
skilled feeder does, and the results 
correspond closely to the success with 
which these summer conditions are 
maintained 
The summer 
conditions 
which bring about the maximum pro­ 
duction and which are to be main­ 
tained as far as possible through the 
year as described in

An abundance of palatable food.

Balanced ration. 
3. 
Succulent feed.

Garden vegetables are remarkably 
free from diseases and insect pests. 
This is due to the fact that they are 
nearly all annuals and they are grown 
in small qualities and on different 
locations every year or so. 
Small bush fruits, on the other hand, 
are almost certain to be seriously dam­ 
aged by a number of parasites unless 
they receive the necessary care to pro­ 
tect 
them. 
The conditions 
under 
which this class of back yard crops 
grows is favorable to the development 
of these pests. 
The plants are long lived and fre­ 
quently carry the larvae or the spores 
of their respective parasites over from 
season to season. As handled by most 
people, the diseased stems, leaves and 
fruits are left on the ground about the 
bushes, and parasites propagate in 
such rubbish with vigor. 
Probably the most general and the 
most destructive pest encountered on 
the bush fruits is some form of foliage 
eating worm, like the larvae of the saw­ 
fly. There worms appear almost as 
soon as the leaves are out and they 
w’ill soon strip the entire bush of its 
foliage unless they are promptly ex­ 
terminated. 
It is fortunate that they 
can be killed very easily ir properly 
treated, and the treatment will apply 
equally well 
with 
any 
leaf-eatiag 
worm. 
The saw-fly’s eggs are laid on the 
under side of the leaves, especially 
those leaves located well down iii the 
center of the plant. Watch your berry 
bushes closely and get busy as soon 
as you notice little holes in any of the 


lower leaves, as that means that the 
worms are there and are getting in 
their work of destruction. If taken in 
hard now*, there will be little trouble 
or expense involved, so act promptly. 
Get some powdered white hellebore 
and dust it on all of the foliage in the 
legion where the worms have begun. 
work. Scatter it thickly and get it on 
both sides of the leaves. Do the dust­ 
ing early in the morning, before the 
dew is off the leaves. The pow’der will 
then stick fast and w’ill remain until 
the next heavy rain. 
lf it should rain immediately, pow­ 
der again. The whole bush should be 
treated if the worms have got a good 
start, and if you allow* these w’orms to 
strip the foliage the fruit will be 
small, shriveled and tasteless. 
Re­ 
member that the leaves are both the 
digestive and respiratory organs of the 
plant, and w ithout them it can neither 
eat nor breathe. 
If large numbers of ants appear'on 
the bushes, investigate the under-sur­ 
face of 
the 
leaves t a r t i n g green 
aphis, or plant lice. 
A g<4od, Spraying 
with tobacco water will fix them. 
Red rust is prevalent in some sec­ 
tions and it is very deadly and espe­ 
cially contagious. It is a parasitic dis* 
ease which causes spots of rusty-iook* 
ing fungi to appear on the stems. Cut* 
ting out and burning diseased cane* 
and spraying the rest frequently with 
Bordeaux mixture is the only means of 
cambating it. This mixture is hard to 
handle in a small garden. 
For mildew on currants and goose­ 
berries, use powdered sulphur and ap­ 
ply it in the form of dust while the 
dew is on the leaves.

| outstripped its rival and will have o 
I heavier death roll than consumption. 
The one, moreover, is a dying and 
conquered foe; 
the other shows a 
prime vitality and rides roughshod 
over the whole realm of medical in­ 
genuity. 
Yet the public has cam­ 
paigners galore against consiimpHon. 
but its war against cancer has been 
left practically to a single imperial 
committee.” 
The annual death roll from cancer 
in the United Kingdom during the 
sixtv years covered by the survey of 
this committee has increased from 
17.2*15 (497 a million) to 43,134 (900 
a million).
